Airship Disaster 
Caused Shock Sunday 

Newt Received Locally by Radio 
Came as Staggering Blow and 
General Sympathy Felt 

During the church hour on Sun 
day morning the news came through 
on the radio of the appalling dipes¬ 
ter that befell the giant dirigible R 
101. Leaving its home port of Card 
ington about 7 PM. on Saturday 
evening, to make a trip to India, it 
crashed about seven hours later at 
Beauvais, France, 47 people being 
killed and their bodies lurmd be¬ 
yond recognition. 

The news caused a shock in the 
public mind throughout the world 
similar to the Titanic disaster in 
1912, though far more lives wert 
lost in th^t. The successful flight to 
Canada and return to England of 
its sister dirigible R lOOhad caused 
people to expect an equally success¬ 
ful! flight of the R- 101, which 
made the shock more acute. 

Until the investigation findings on 
the disaster are made known, the 
cause of the wreck will he a matter 
of surmise. Six survivors, mem¬ 
bers of the crew on duty at the 
time, have given graphic reports of 
their experiences, but as each only 
knew of the conditions in the par 
ticular spot of the huge airship in 
which he was on duty, no definite 
reason for the disaster has yet been 
ascertained. 

The tragedy comes as a severe 
blow to the advocates of giant air 
ship construction, for combined 
with the experiences of the past ten 
years, the loss of lives has caused 
much misgiving in the public mind 
as to •Urau’-uaefuluesa for com mar-. 
cial transportation. 

In London the news was received 
as people were preparing to attend 
early church services. The early 
editions of the Sunday newspapers 
recorded the successful take-off, 
and just as the great British public 
were contentedly assuming that all 
was well with the giant airship 
which the previous evening had so 
bravely passed over the capital of 
the Empire with its blaze of lights 
gleaming through the raiostoim,

To Study Canadian Methods 


A moderate optimist, we are told, is one who sees both the good and the 
bad, the pleasing and the displeasing, the bright and the dark, the encourag¬ 
ing and the discouraging, but prefers to think and talk about the brighter 
and better things. 

At the present time wo have more than a sufficiency of pessimists, 
crape-hangers, disseminators of. blue ruin gossip. We also have a few in¬ 
corrigible dptimists who shut their eyes and ears to the actual facts of any 1 
situation and cry “All is well.” 

What Canada and the world needs today are more moderate optimists, 
men and women who, looking at both sides of the pictures, refuse to be 
depressed by the darker colors and shadows and find encouragement and 
great promise in the brighter colors and the rays of sunshine breaking 
through the clouds. 

Major Yeats-Brown an Englishman, is the type of moderate optimist 
whose number should be multiplied. As an offset to the many things that 
have been said in answer to the query: “What is Wrong with England?” he 
advances the question? “What is Right with England?” and proceeds to 
answer his own question most entertainingly in the London Spectator. 

Would it not be advisable for us in this country to also reverse the usual 
question we hear so often asked these days, and, rather, make answer to the 
query: “What is Right with Canada?” We may well do so, because there are 
so many things that are right with this Dominion, so many more right 
things than there are wrong things, that we are doubly foolish to ignore 
them and dwell upon the smaller ills. 

Looking around Canada we can discover a multitude of good things, 
the very best things. We find, for example, one of the most healthy, robust 
people in the world, possessing an abounding vitality and charged with 
initiative and energy. And of all the blessings which can be bestowed upon 
a nation or individual, what other one blessing, or group of blessings, sur¬ 
passes that of health? Possessing health all things are possible; lacking it 
all the wealth of the world is valueless to bring joy and happiness into onc’3 
life. 

Looking at other countries, we find many of them filled wtih hatreds, 
with strife uppermost in the minds of the people, their thoughts and energies 
devoted to preparation for possible warfare. In Canada, on the other hand, 
we have a land occupied by a peace-loving people with a positive and grow¬ 
ing hatred of war, making no preparations for war, but devoting their 
thoughts and energies to the arts and advancements Of peace. No other 
country in the world is so “right” on the subject of peace and disarmament 
as is Canada. 

Grouped with health and a sane viewpoint of man’s relations to 
can place the moral and intellectual outlook of a nation.

We find Canada 
a land of schools and universities, a land in the very front rank of all move¬ 
ments for social betterment, a land the very foundations of which are 
Bound, strong and stable. 

Generally speaking, too, Canadian 'institutions of all kinds, whatever 
their faults, are strong and sound, constituting a bulwark in defence of the 
people. A bank failure in Canada is a rare thing; our railways are pro¬ 
gressive and efficient, fitting their programmes well into the life and needs 
of the Dominion. We are not—and never can be—immune from the vicissi¬ 
tudes and effects of world conditions and happenings, but, even so, we have 
it within ourselves, in our institutions and resources, to withstand the evil 
effects of world matters beyond our own direct control, and to rally from 
those bad effects more rapidly than any other land. At this present time, 
Canada, notwithstanding its difficulties and business depression, is infinitely 
better off and stronger than most countries, and is suffering from less un¬ 
employment, proportionate to its population, than the United States. 

Let us, therefore, dwell a little more on “What is Right?" and the effect 
of doing so will unquestionably be to lessen interest in the more depressing 
question “What is Wrong?” Isn’t the search for right things most likely to 
expand and thus diminish keenness in the search for wrong things ? And 
Isn’t it just possible that the volume of right things will grow and be pro¬ 
perly recognized until presently the wrong things are forgotten, or at most 
given theiF proper relative place in the gefieral scheme?

If mall order houses possess such 
gigantic purchasing- powers, why do 
they not sell hundreds of articles 
which are found on the shelves of 
your local druggists, cheaper than you 
can purchase them locally ? 

Simply because when quality creeps 
into the picture their dollars have no 
more value than any other merchants. 

I do not of course mean by this that 
quality- merchandise is unprocurable 
from mall order houses. Quality can 
be obtained, but remember you will 
have to pay the price. 

Without hesitation 1 could enpmer- 
:e at least a dozen lines of high class, 
widely advertised lines of toilet arti¬ 
cles such as creams, powders and lo¬ 
tions which are listed in their cata¬ 
logues at identically the same prices 
those charged by your local drug¬ 
gists. The only difference lies in the 
fact that by purchasing locally you 
have no postage or money order fees 
contend with. 

Manufacturers of these lines use 
the best ingredients procurable In 
their preparations—work on small 
rgins of profit—and depend on vol¬ 
te of sales which can only be at¬ 
tained, by the good will of the con- 
This good will is cultivated 
by national advertising and by giv¬ 
ing value for the money expended. 

Occasionally we And manufacturers 
who are unable to stand the pressure 
of present day competition, step from 
the straight and narrow path, by ac¬ 
cepting orders from these organiza-1 
tinons for their products which must 
put up according to certain specifi¬ 
cations. Should the manufacturer not 
be willing to make a sacrifice in the 
quality of the ingredients used, or 
should he refuse to camouflage the 
package by reducing the quantity, for 
fear of detection, there remains only 
one other angle from which he can 
be approached. 

They are instructed as to where the 
be made and are asked 
to put it up under the buyer’s own 
trade name. Manufacturers who value 
their good name usually accept un¬ 
der these conditions, as in this way 
all fear of detection is eliminated. 
And this is where mall order houses 
fatten their purses at your expense. 

No drastic price cutting takes placi 
—they sell at practically the same 
price as nationally advertised ljfnes^ 
but, make from two to three times as 
much profit on an inferior preparation 
as your local dealers. 

We need not go far to discover such 
offenders. Only a few weeks ago in 
one of our western cities I found 
manufacturer of toilet preparations 
enjoying marvelous sales of their pro¬ 
duct-sales wrought on the merits of 
thei? goods alone. 

Before I left the general sales i 
ger Informed me that they were put¬ 
ting up tooth paste for mail order 
houses and foreign-owned chain stores, 
under their individual trade names. 
He also confessed that owing to th 
inferior ingredients they were permit¬ 
ted to use in preparing these special 
brands, they were able to sell thes*. 
organizations at almost one half the 
price they were compelled to chargi 
on their regular brands. 

I wonder if these manufacturers re¬ 
alize that the moment this information 
leaks out, they Will discover they havi 
committed suicide? 

And that is the sort of junk yo; 
have been buying—cut prices on stand¬ 
ard articles have been flashed in your 
face, so that psychologically you might 
assume that If it were possible for 
them to sell standard articles at such 
low figures, if It were at all possible 
for them to sell their own brands for 
less they would do so. You have re¬ 
sponded to their trickery c 
strength that price has always been 
1 Indicator of quality. 

Is It not time for you to wake 
Take off those smoke-glasses and 
throw them in the river—they look 
better on fish anyway. And remember 
was one of the fish myself, for a long 
time. 

Whether It be toilet articles, soaps, 
prescriptions or pitch forks, remember 
there are tricks to all lines. 

My entire life has been spent in 
studying merchandising methods from 
every angle, so I should know what 
am talking »bout. I do not ask .you 
to take all of my statements for grant¬ 
ed—make your own comparisons 
delve Into these things for yourselves, 
and I know that you will also come 
the conclusion that the golden rule, 
“Do unto others as you wish they 
would do mi to you," has been discard 
ed for the more inodern rule, “Do the 
other fellow before he does you.

Bound for Germany to negotiate a 
settlement for accounts outstanding 
between that country and Canada, 
Hon. C. H. Calian, Secretary of State, 
sailed recently from New York. 

The London Daily Herald reported I 
that King George recently wished to 
confer a title upon George Bernard j 
Shaw in recognition of his literary 1 
eminence, but that Shaw had de- j 
dined. 

Prince Leopold, of Bavaria, field \ 
marshal of Germany and commander j 
of the German army in the east dur- j 
ing the earlier stages of the war, is-1 
dead. He was 84 years old. Death was I 
caused by pneumonia. 

The first woman accountant in the ! 
province of Quebec was received into i 
the membership of the Society of 
Chartered Accountants, when Miss 
Charlotte N. Howell was presented 
with her entrance certificate. 

Crime in Great Britain has deter¬ 
iorated so much that prisons are op¬ 
erated far below capacity and sev¬ 
eral have actually closed for lack 
of occupants, states Dr. Higgins, 
medical officer of the prison in Liver¬ 
pool. 

Order-in-council gruxSMg a loan of 
$50,000 to the Manitoba Cattle Loan 
Association was passed by Manitoba’s 
cabinet council. The association se¬ 
cured the money at five per cent, and 
will charge members seven per cent, 
for advances secured by lien notes on 
cattle purchased. 

The parliament of New Zealand has 
approved a scheme to establish a 
national art museum to include a 
war memorial and a carillon. The 
citizens of Wellington have sub¬ 
scribed $500,000, and the government 
has granted a subsidy of the same 
amount. 

Frederick Edlin Smith, the first Earl 
of Birkenhead, statesman, 58 years 
old, died in London, England, Sept. 
30, following a lengthy bronchial ail¬ 
ment.

The 
silty state of the rivers convinced the 
explorers that the streams were gla¬ 
cial fed and so they penetrated the 
virgin country at the headwaters.
